No change of importance was made in the tariff during the year under 
review. It marked, however, the coming into force of the orders issued at 
the close of the preceding yewr imposing countervailing duties on bounty-fed 
sugar, Certain changes were made in the rates of these duties during the 
year. All power machinery, irrespective of the use for which it was designed, 
was exempted from duty during the year, but so many exemptions for 
specified industries had previously bean made, that the effect of tho change 
on revenue was trifling Basic slag was-exempted from duty, and the duty 
on certain classes of steel imports was reduced from 5 to 1 per cent.

The most 
remarkable feature of the China trade is an increase of eight lakhs in the value 
of imported sugar. The Straits Settlements come next, and have changed places 
with Ceylon, ‘The total value of the trade with the Straits shows an increase 
of 10°3 per cent. during the year, and is the highest ever recorded. It should be 
borne in mind, however, that statistics of trade with the Straits are deceptive 
and that much of it is due to the fact that Simgapore is an important port of 
transhipment. The value of trade with Ceylon was slightly -higher than that 
of the previous year, showing an increase of “9 per cent, The increase was in 
imports, and was entirely due to larger importations of treasure, which consisted 
mostly of Australian gold transhipped at Colombo, The increase of 27-3 
cent. in the trade with Australia is attributable mainly to the larger importation 
of treasure and to tbe inercased shipments from Calcutta of jute — 
and of Indian tea.

_ The total imports of cotton goods, including twist and yarn, exceeded those 
of the year 1898-99 by about 121 lakhs of rupees, or 8 per cent. The marked 
fall in the value of imports under twist and yarn is attributed chiefly to over- 
supplies in 1897-98, and partly to the larger shipments of cheap cloth to India, 
due to the low prices of American cotton. As regards the increase under 

_ cotton goods, the Collector of Customs writes :— 

“The leading factors which contributed to this satisfactory result were cheap cotton and 
a stable exchange. As was anticipated last year, the Lancashire industry has shown profit- 
able results, it bei B well known that the majority of manufacturers took adventage of 
the price at which the raw material ruled at the close of 1898 to book a large and satisfactory 
business for shipments extending over 1899 on orders transmitted from Calcutta. One 
result of these increasingly lerge orders, however, has been overbooking in Lancashire, 

. followed by delayed shipments, which has formed the subject of a joint remonstrance from 
the Indian Chambers of Commerce, At the close of 1899 the famine, which rapidly 
developed in the interior, suddenly shut off outlets for consumption, and it is not surpris- 
ing that excessive stocks are being indicated. This is likely to seriously affeot the trade 
in 1900-1901. It may be remarked that the importation of American piece-goods fell off by 
69°5 per cent, ; but the trade in these is comparatively insignificant.” 

The increase of 3°8 per cent. in the value of metals in spite of a decrease 
of 2°3 in quantity is ascribed to the very high Sere which prevailed in 
England on account of scarcity of raw material and dearness of coal. There 
was an increase of 6°3 per cent. in quantity and 8°2 per cent. in value of imports 
of mineral oil as compared with the previous year, This was mainly due to 
the re-appearance in the market, after an interval of two years, of Russian oil 
from Novorussick, and to larger importations from Batoum and the countries 
grouped as ‘Other countries.” Oil from Sumatra has now altogether dis- 
— the wells that were working there having been exhausted. Machinery 
and mill-work fell off by 2‘9 per cent. in value, the decrease being ascribed 

to the absence of demand for new machinery, although the imports of steam 

engines and boilers advanced considerably, Although importations of cotton- 

mill 1 machinery show a decrease, the paper and flour industries, which had 

stood still for some time, are now showing signs of activity, imports of this 
machinery haying increased by 163°6 and 230 per cent., respectively. The 
imports of sugar show a decrease of 24'1 per cent. in quantity. The imposition 
of — * duties on bounty-fed sugar appears to have stimulated the 
shipment of sugar from China, Java, and Ceylon, against a corresponding 
decrease in the imports from Austria, Germany, and Belgium. There was 
also a decline in the imports from Mauritius.” In woollen goods there was 

a farthor improvement of 39°4 per cent, in the value of the importations in 

the past year as compared with the previous year. The Collector of Customs 
observes that the wool production of the world during the current year is 
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expected to be less than last year, with a consequent tendency toa rise in 
rice of the manufactured articles. The importations of hardware and cutlery 
increased by 18 per cent. in valug owing to @ general rise in prices of metals. 
The imports of salt show an increase of 4°97 per cent. against a falling off of 
3-9 per cent. in the previous year. i 
13°9 sir tei od per — in the — of ale, beer, and porter is 
ascribed to the withdrawal of troops from ndia to South Africa, Imports of 

irits and -liqueurs show a decrease of 3°2 per cent., due almost entirely to a 

ecrease in methylated spirits. The Collector of Customs notices the flourishing 
condition of the import trade in German white spirit, intended. for the concoction 
of spurious brandy and whisky. The total importation of wine has fallen from 
109,715 gallons in 1898-99 to 103,389 gallons, showing a decrease of 5°8 per 
cent. Amongst other imports, apparel improved by 18°7 per cent., drugs and 
medicines by 5'1 per cent., agricultural implements by 12°5 per cent., and 
umbrellas by 13°4 per cent, in value, while matches declined by 7°3 per cent. 
'The increase in apparel is ascribed to the growing demand for cheap hosiery 
and clothing, and that in ricultural implements to high prices of metal and to 
demands from the famine “Cistricts. The decline in matches is attributed to the 
surplus stocks irom the preceding year. 

8. Exports from Calcutta—The total value of exports from Caleutta to 
foreign countries, including treasure, but excluding Government transactions, 
rose from Rs, 45,73,81,087 to Rs, 49,97,51,196, showing an increase of 
Rs, 4,23,70,109, The value of the trade in the principal exports in 1898-99 
and 1899-1900 is compared in the table below:—

The exports of tea increased by nearly 18} million pounds, or 12°3 per 
cent. The greater portion of this increase went to the United Kingdom, but 
the most noticeable feature in the tea trade is an increase of 94°3 per cent. in 
exports to the United States, and of 85:1 in exports to Canada. The pro- 
duction of the last year has even surpassed that of the previous year, 
which was said to have been the largest on record. As in the previous 
year, the teas of the past year were mostly of common grades, for which there — 
was a brisk demand ; and the average price stood at 8 annas 3 pies per pound 
for the year against ‘8 annas | ie in 1898-99. ‘The consumption of Ceylon 
tea inthe United Kingdom, which was suddenly checked in the previous year 
has nearly been recovered in the past year, The volume of the export trade 
in raw jute was almost the same as in the preceding year, buat there was a rise 
of 19°2 per cent. in its value. Smaller shipments were made to the United 
Kingdom, Germany, Spain, China, — and Japan, while the United 
States, France, Austria-Hungary, and Italy took larger supplies. In jute gunny- 
bags there was a falling off of 7:3 per cent. in number, but the value increasad 
by 3°53 per cent. On the other hand, the export trade in gunny cloth increased 
considerably. The export of raw hides increased by 49-7 per cent. in quantity 
owing to great mortality among Indian cattle from drought, to the shortness of 
supplies from other countries, and to the large demand for leather for mili 
purposes in South Africa. There was also an increase of 80:6 cent 
in raw skins, due to larger supplies to the United States. In the total exp rts 
of opium there was an increase of 3 per cent., due to larger shipments to all the 
countries except Cochin-China, Java, and the Philippines. In oilseeds there 


was a falling off of 7°5 per cent, in quantity. Among these, linseed, which 
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forms the great bulk of the oilseed trade, shows a decline of 4°1 per cent. — 
to restricted shipments to all the principal importing countries, except France am 
Egypt. Rapeseed fell off by 39-7 per cent,, owing tothe smaller demund for rape 

il, while poppy and ##/, the other seeds exported, advanced by 5°3 per cent. and 
131°8 per cent., respectively. In spite of the prevalence of famine, the ship- 
ments of rice and paddy to foreign were larger than in any year of the 
decade except 1898-99, and were only 5:5 less than in that year. The exports 
of indigo were the lowest recorded during the decade. The decrease amounted 
to 27-7 per cent., and was shared by all the importing countries, except France, 
Japan, and China, The average price, however, advanced from Rs. 168 to 
Rs. 203 per maund, so that the falling off in value was only 12°5 per cent. 
The Collector of Customs observes— 

“The change which has come over the industry is illustrated by the fect that in that 
year (1892-93) the shortness of the crop resulted in the average price per maund being raised 
to Rs. 310, by far the highest in the decade, whereas in 1899-1900 the price was only Rs. 203. 
The production of Bengal and the North-Western Provinces in 1899 was estimated to be 
38°3 per cent. less than in 1898 and 41°6 per cent. less than the quinquennial average.” 


The exports of shellac increased by 33°8 per cent., and were the largest for 
the decade. The shipments of wheat fell off by 31 per cent. owing to the 
heavy fall in the price of the article in the European markets, and the 
increased shipments from the Argentine and Australia, The quantity was, 
nevertheless, much larger than in any of the five years preceding 1898-99. 
The exports of raw silk increased by 23°5 per cent., and were higher than 
those of any other year in the decade. The total exports of raw cotton 
were 28°2 per cent. less than those of the previous year on account of the 
short crop in India and a reduction in the price of the American product, but 
this fall was accompanied by larger shipments of cotton twist and yarn. 

9. Zreasure-—There was an increase of 81°4 per cent. in the value of the 
net imports of gold and silver into Calcutta. The importation of gold 
increased by 58°5 per cent. and that of silver by 182°2 per cent. The exports 

f gold were, as usual, nominal, and there was a decrease of 47°2 per cent. 
in the exports of silver, owing principally to the cessation of exports to 
Mauritius. 

10. Subordinate ports.—The total value of the foreign trade of the port of 
Chittagong fell from Rs. 68,25,931 to Rs. 65,41,245, showing a decline of 
Rs. 2,84,686, or 4°1 per cent. This too place both in imports (7°7 per cent.) 
and exports (3°5 per cent.), and is attributable chiefly to smaller receipts of salt 
from the United Kingdom, to the smaller import of kerosine oil from America, 
and to short shipments of raw jute to the United Kingdom afd Hamburg. 
The imports of railway material were, however, large, and, owing to good 
harvests and the facilities of transport afforded by the new Assam-Bengal 
Railway, there was a considerable advance in the exports of rice. The 
imports of liquors from foreign and Indian ports fell off by 64 and 31 per cent., 

tively. In the coasting trade the mports increased owing to heavy 
importations of —— kerosine oil, while the larger shipments of country 
, Viz., rice and paddy, — to Bombay and Cochin, and raw 
cotton, chiefly to Narayanganj and Calcutta, caused a rise in the value of the 
exports. 
ct There was a large falling off in the total value of the trade, both foreign 
and coasting, at the Orissa ports. The decrease was common to all three 
ports, and is said to have been due chiefly to the opening of new railway 
communication in Orissa, and to the remoyal by rail of large quantities of rice 
to the famine-stricken districts in the Central Provinces. The net amount of 
customs duty, inclusive of the noe on imported salt collected at the Orissa 
fell from Rs, 6,02,704 to Rs. 3,123,734, showing a decrease of Rs. 2,88,970, 
or 479 per cent. The decline is chiefly attributed to smaller collections made 
on account of export duty at all the ports and import duty on salt at the port

The Government of India Home Department’s Resolution No, 374—79, dated the 
2nd September 1899. 


Iv their Resolution recited in the preamble the Government of India 
decided that ‘all Reformatory Schools so uld.be placed under the charge of 
the Education —— Accordingly, the two Schools at Alipore and 
Hazaribagh, which had previously been under the control of the a ment, 
were taken over hy the Education Department on the 1st January 1900, and the 
present report, which has. been submitted by the Director of Public Instruction, 
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was received from him in print on the 31st July 1900, that is, seven months 
after the close of the year to which it related. The delay was to some extent 
due to uncertainty about the maintenance of a separate report, the Government 
of India finally deciding that amalgamation with the Education Report was 
at present undesirable. - P 

2, The two institutions had, on the last day of 1898, 468 inmates. 
The number of boys who were released or otherwise removed from the rolls 
was 151, the total number that remained at the end of the year 1899 being, 
including fresh admissions during the year, 416. Of thoso, 271 were Hindus, 
137 Muhummadans, 5 aboriginals, 2 nondescript, and 1 _& native Christian. 
The admissions daring the year were 99 as compared with 92 in the previous 
year; but they were far below the average of the five preceding years, which 
is 183. At the end of 1898, there were 194 boys at Alipore, 274 at 
Hazaribagh; at the end of 1899, there were 179 at Alipore, 237 at Hazaribagh. 
‘The daily average number of boys for the year was 186 at Alipore and 257 
at Hazaribagh as compared with 203 and 311, respectively, for the year 1898. 
Jn accordance with the desire expressed by the Lieutenant-Governor in the 
last. year's Resolution, the Commissioners of Divisions have submitted reports 
showing how far the provisions of section 31 of Act VIII of 1897, which 
empowers Courts to discharge any youthful offender after due admonition, or 
to deliver him to his parents and other relatives on certain conditions,, were 
utilised by trying Magistrates. From these reports it appoars that the applica- 
tion of the provisions, both of section 81 of Act VIII of 1897 and of 
section 562, Criminal Procedure Code (which relates to first offenders), had 
considerable effect in reducing the number of boys sent to the Reformatories. 
This effect will probably increase. 

The general health of the boys of the- Alipore Reformatory has been 
satisfactory In Hazaribagh the number of admissions into hospital rose from 
105 to 170, and the daily average of sick boys increased from 3°9 in 1898 
to 59 in 1899. This increase wos due to the prevalence of malarial fever. 
No death occurred in the Hazaribagh School, but one boy of the Alipore 
Reformatory died in hospital of phthisis. 

3. Offences, punishment, and marks,—With regard to offences and punish- 
ments there was a slight increase in the former as compared with the previous 
year, but nothing occurred which calls for any special remarks. Marks for 
good conduct were earned by 164 boys, or 88 per cent., at Alipore, and by 251 
boys, or 97 per cent., at Hazaribagh, as against 84 and 90 per cent. daring 
1898. The average value of marks earned per head at Alipore was Rs, 3-9-7 
in 1899 as compared with Rs. 3-0-2 in the previous year, while the average 
earned per head at Hazaribagh was Rs. 2-12-7 as against Rs. 2-3-2 in 1898. 
The total earnings on this account during the year in the two Schools amounted 
to Rs. 1,306, out of which Rs. 419 were spent on a present reward in fruits and 
sweetmeats, and the remainder placed in the Post Office Savings Bank for the 
benefit of the boys on their release. The system is an excellent one. 

4. Instructions and gymnastics.—At both Schools the boys are taught 
reading and writing in Bengali or Hindi and arithmetic up to the Lower and 
Upper Primary Standards. Five boys from the Bengali section at Alipore 
appeared at the last Lower Primary Scholarship Examination, two of whem 
passed in the first division. Drill and gymnastics are attended by the boys in 
the morning, and at Alipore sports, including (for the first time) football, were 
held at which the boys competed for small prizes, These exercises are reported 
to have been beneficial to the health of the boys. The trades t at the 
Schools were the same as in the previous year, viz,, carpentry, book-binding, 
canework, gardening, blacksmith’s work, tinwork, and printing in the Alipore 
School, and cloth-weaving and tailoring, carpentry, ith’s work, and 
—— in the — ime bes 

. Character and occupation of released boys:—Of 54 dischanged from 
the Alipore School in 1898, 34 were ———————— 18 could 
not be traced, 4 were in jail, 2 were looked on as icious characters, and 
1 had died. Of 116 boys released from the Hazari School, 74 were well 
conducted, 18 not traceable, and 9 in jail; 2 were viewed with ici 
4 had died and 9 had emigrated to districts. The, Hidvention — 
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ment has at its disposal an admirable agency for keeping watch over boys 
after their discharge, and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that in future the 
statistics on this subject will be much fuller and more accurate than before, and 
that degrees they will show that the transfer in administration is 
producing better results than those of the past. Two hundred boys were 
released from the Alipore Reformatory during the three years, 1896 to 189s, 
of whom 37 had been tanght agriculture and 163 other trades and handi- 
crafts. Forty-nine were lost sight of, 44 took to agriculture after discharge, 
and only 20 adopted the trades and handicrafts taught in the School. Two 
hundred and sixty-two boys were discharged from the Hazaribagh School, 
of whom 65 had been taught agriculture and 197 other trades and handicrafts. 
Forty were lost sight of, 106 were occupied in agriculture after release, and 
only 20 adopted the trade taught them at the School. 

The question of the proper training to be given to the boys at the 
Reformatories, so as to — them to earn a livelihood on their release from 
the Schools, is of considerable difficulty. From the figures given above, it will 
be seen that a very swall proportion of the boys released from the Schools 
adopt in after-life the trades learnt in these institutions. This bears out the 
remark made last year that the plan of adapting instruction to the here- 
‘ditary occupation of the boys must be extended. The practical difficulty 
in teaching every boy the trade of his caste is, of course, the expense. The 
most remunerative occupation at the Hazaribagh School is one which has 
proved of little use to the boys in after-life. But it is more and more clear 
that the present system of teaching boys trades which they will not take up in 
after-life may keep them out of mischief in School, and help to recoup to the 
tax-payer the endeavour to reform their character, but that it is quite useless 
in giving the boys a better start in life when they leave the Schools. It is 
essential that the employment of the boys be brought more and more nearly 
in accord with the principle, that they be taught industries, which will be 
really useful to themselves, rather than merely remunerative to the Schools. It 
is not possible that all that is theoretically desirable can be at once attained, 
but a beginning must be made, There are two obvious ways in which this can 
be done. One is — by the Superintendent of the Hazaribagh Refor- 
matory. That is, that all boys of agricultural castes be concentrated at 
Hazaribagh, and all of industrial castes at Alipore. The other is, that the two 
Reformatories be amalgamated at Hazaribagh. There are objections to the 
latter course, but it has one very important advantage, that, under a single 
superintendence, the expenses of the management will be largely decreased, 
and there will be better opportunity for organising instruction in a considerable 
variety of trades. 

he Lieutenant-Governor asks the Director of Public Instruction to give 
this matter his early attention and to favour him in the winter with bis opinion 
on these two suggestions after careful consultation with the Committees of the 
two Schools. 

The total cost of the two Reformatories in 1899 was Rs, 41,709; the 

rofits from the School manufuctories amounted to Rs, 18,560, covering nearly 
half the cost. In these profits there will — be considerable reduction, 
if the principle is applied to which Sir John Woodburn has again drawn 
attention, but this result must be faced in the interests of the boys, whose 
reform is our first duty. 

Upon the system to be followed at Hazaribagh in agricultural training 
the ——— — has only two remarks. He thinks that in all the 
conditions at Hazaribagh market gardening is a preferable course of instruction 
and —— to the cultivation of field crops, During the season when 
there is little out-door work, there is no possible objection to employing the 
boys in any form of in door work, which is profitable: 

An attempt was made last year to get employment in a jute mill near 
Caleutta for boys, who had baeni Baaght weaving in the Reformatory. The 
boys ran away, It is said that the wages given them were insufficient. The 
Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the experiment will not be abandoned, and 
that the Committee in making arrangements for the boys will see that proper 
wages are adjusted.

The Administration Report of the Commissioners of Caloutta for the year 1899-1900. 


Read again— perma 
Report for the year 1898-99 and the Resolution recorded by Government 


Section 17 of Bengal Act III of 1899 provides that the Administration 
and Departmental Reports shall be examined and reviewed by the General 
Committee and the Corporation, and that printed copies of the reviews by 
these bodies shall be submitted to Government with or soon after the submis- 
sion of the report itself. This has not been done. The Chairman has 
forwarded copies of the ings of the General Committee and the 
Corporation at meetings held to consider the report, but that is not a compliance 
with the law. ‘hese reviews should be self-contained: they should set forth 
the views of the General Committee and the Corporation respectively asa whole 
and not those of individual members: should be reasonably brief; an 
should contain such comments as may be ught useful on the broader aspects 
of the administration of the year. future years these instructions should be 
complied with, 

2. ‘The office of Chairman of ————— was held throughout the 
ear by Mr. W. R. Bright with an in from 7th January 1900 to 2lst 
arch 1900, during which he was compelled by ill-health to take privile 

leave. Mr. F. W. Duke officiated as Chairman for that period. Babu 
Nilamber Mukerji held the office of Vice-Chairman throughout the year, Amon 
the nominated Commissioners there was only one change during the year. O 
the elected Commissioners one died, his seat remaining vacant until the close 
of the year; and 28 resigned. The places of the latter were filled, 12 by bye- 
electious and the remainder by appointment in default of election under 
- section 16 of the Municipal Act. The Chairman remarks that these changes, 
for a time at any rate, greatly hampered municipal work and finance. 

Several changes were made in the personnel of the executive, the most 
important of which was the appointment of Mr. T. C. Deverell as Engineer to 
the Corporation, vice Mr. A. J. Hughes, c.1.5., resigned, 

3. Meetings and attendance of Commissioners.—There were 26 general 
meetings of the Commissioners, 126 meetings of Standing Committees, 12 of 
Special Committees, and 52 of Sub-Committees. Informal meetings were also 
held for the investigation of matters of minor public importance. Ten Com- 
missioners attended rs times or more at General and Committee meetings 
during the year and 60 Commissioners attended 50 per cent. or more of the 
meetings to which they were invited. 

Vacancies occurring in the General Committee could not under the law be 
filled up during the wl and accordingly that Committee consisted of 9 
members instead of 18 from Ist September 1899 till the close of the year. 

4. Proceedings of Commisstoners.—The matter of most interest and impor- 
tance to the general publie with which the Commissioners were occupied 
during the year was the resumption of negotiations with the Tramway Company 
for the’ introduction of electric traction, The points in dispute were referred to 
a Sub-Committee, who submitted a on the basis of which an agreement

The opening and closing were Rs. 5,78,963 and Rs. 5,83,005, The 
main heads under which receipts were in excess.of the estimate ure ‘‘ Miscella- 
neous receipts,” “ Fines and alties,” and “Trade and profession licenses.” 
The realisation of the consolidated rate fell short of the estimate by Rs, 42,570. 
he income exceeded that of the previous year by Rs. 3,71,420—a 
result which was due to the increase in the valuation of the town and. to larger 
realisations from licenses, fines, and the municipal market, The expenditure was 
Rs, 4,37,653 larger than in the previous year. The largest increase (Rs. 66,352) 
was under “Road cleaning,” — * is i counterbalanced by a 
decresse of Rs. 35,878 in the amount expended on bustee cleaning. 

‘There was a total saving on the estimated expenditure for the year of 
Rs. 2,86,046, he heading under which this was greatest is that of interest, 
owing to the failure of a loan issued during the year. The remainder of the 
saving is distributed among the various items of workin iture. : 

— Loans,—The year opened with a total loan Viabil ibility of Rs. '2,99,76,935.° 
During the year Rs. 3,08,134 were repaid to Government on ‘account of the 
consolidated loan, ‘Tenders for a new loan of 25 lakhs at 4 per cent. having a 
currency of twenty-five years were called for, but the result was a failure. 
Tenders for Rs, 3,70,900 were accepted at 95 and upwards, and out of the 
unallotted remainder, alow of 5 lakhs only was issued. This was taken up in 
full, The total loan liability of the Corporation at the close of the year was 
Rs. 3,05,39,700, The sinking fund accumulations amount together to 
Rs, 28,74,154, Rupees 20,02,070 wero paid during the year on account of 
interest and sinking funds. The statutory limit to payments on this account is 
10 per cont. on the annual valuation of the town; and, as will be seen from 
the figures in the following pe ph, the borrowing capacity of the Corpora- 
tion has now nearly reached its limit, :

with some confidence a hope that unless circumstances should again ; 
unfavourable to collections, the year now under review would see a consider- 
uble improvement. ‘That expectation has, however, not been fulfilled. It is 
not stated that the work of collection was impeded by plague to a greater, or 








even to the same, extent as in 1898-99, yet the percentage of gross collections 

to the gross demand is substantially the same as in that year; and, in spite of 
large remissions, another addition has been made to the already enormous 
accumulation of arrears. The unsatisfactory nature of this resu't is frankly 
admitted by the Chairman, who examines the subject in some detail. 

To begin with the Collector's — gtagery it appears that that officer 
collected during the year a total of Rs, 28,91,620 out of a gross demand 
of Rs. 85.39,993, or 84°32 per cent. This percentage is, it is true, raised to 85 
per cent. if the amounts afterwards found to be unrealisable are deducted from 
the gross demand; but if again the demand realisable from Government and the 
Port Commissioners which collects itself automatically (but upon which never- 
theless the Collector, very unnecessarily, receives commission) be left out of 
account, it appears that out of a realisable demand of Rs, 30,82,718, only 
Rs. 23,41,520, or 76-4 per cont., was realised by the Collector, = 

- The Joint-Collector, if the demand from Government and the Port Com- 
missioners be deducted from the realisable demand and from the collections, 
realised Rs, 4,48,887 out of a demand of Ls. 5,60,698, or just over 80 per cent. 
—a most unsatisfactory result for so small a demand. 

The question of reforming or remodelling the whole system of collections 
as stated to be engaging the earnest attention of the Chairman, who adds 
that a complete cliange in the system of collections may very possibly be found 

- The absolute necessity of ‘a speedy — being made in 
the collection of taxes needs no em ising. In Bombay, tne average 
pereentage of collections to current demand for the nine years ending 1398-9 
was 99*4 cent., and the amount remitted has averaged Rs. 50,273 per 
annum. In Calcutta, the corresponding figures for the last ten years were 
93°3 per cent. and Rs. 1,82,268, the aggregate current demand being slightly 
less taun in Bombay, It may not be possible to achieve such good results as 
in Bombay, where the Manicipal rates pad g yable half-yearly, and by owners 
only, and not, as in Calcutta, quarterly, by owners and occupiers in equal 
shares. But the Lieutenant-Governor knows of no valid reason for so large a 
difference, and he cannot resist the conclusion that the explanation is to be 
sought in a bad system, and imperfect supervision over the Collecting Depart- 
ments, These, together with the Warrant Department, are in general charge 
‘of the Vice-Chairman. The <Auditor’s report, recently received, shows that he 
has failed to exercise the detailed control over collections and accounts without 
which no contractor can be to work efficiently. He has also failed to 
overcome the delay in the institution of coercive processes to which the present 
bad system lends itself, and which forms one of the most marked differences 
between Calcutta and Bombay. Possibly this may be due in some degree to 
his being overburdened with work. Under the new law, he has been relieved 
of mach of his out-door duties by the ———— ofa Deputy Chairman, and 
the Lieutenant-Governor will expect in future to exercise a real and not 
—— nominal control over these essential branches of the administration,

The Printing Department shows a considerably increased outturn for 
the year. Valuing the outturn at rates based on a comparison with those of 
Government and private firms, the result is a profit of Rs, 19,375. The total 
charges amounted to Rs, 40,795, In this connection the Lieutenant-Governor 
has observed that such specimens of the work of the Manicipal Printing Depart- 
ment as have come before him leave much to be desired, They contain 
numerous typographical errors and are badly set up and badly printed. The 
present report 1s an instance in point. 

10. Litigation.—The civil suits instituted by or against the Corporation 
during the year were insignificant. It is noticeable, however, that 150 old 
decrees, which had been allowed to become barred by limitation, were 
cancelled, Arrangements are stated to have been made for preventing the 
occurrence of such an unsatisfactory result in future. 

The total num! er of criminal prosecutions instituted by the Corporation 
was 37,521 against 37,544 in the previous year. The greater part of these 
originated with the License Department, and have already been noticed. 

The Chairman draws attention to the results of the prosecutions instituted 
by the Engineer’s Department. In 2,432 convictions, the greater number of 
which were for encroachments, the total amount of fines imposed was Rs, 3,967. 
The Chairman expresses a hope that, especially in cases of building a house 
without submitting a plan, more suitable penalties will be imposed under the 
new Act, This matter formed the subject of unfavourable comment in last 
year’s Resolution, but it appears that no improvement has taken place, but 
rather the reverse. It will now be necessary to consider whether the power of 
— a Municipal Magistrate conferred by section 628 of the new Act 
should not be exercised. . 

The Food Inspection Department instituted 339 cases against 145 in the

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SUMMARY OF TIE M@PEOROLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATE 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATION 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF NOVEMBER 1900. | 


Wearner during November was fine and settled with little or no interruption over both 
the Province and the Bay. Even in the extreme south, where monsoon conditions still 
obtain in ordinary years, there was no cyclonic disturbance, and the nly appearance of a. 
depression was in the early days of the month, when pressure fell briskly on the Madras coast. . 
The depression which must have formed over the central parts of the south of the Bay 
became diffused on approaching the Madras coast, and caused cloudy weather with a few 
light showers over a wide area. The rainfall area extended slowly northwards, and the 
only rainfall recorded in the Province during the month occurred during the early days, and 
appears to have beon cdused by the above disturbance. 

he showers in Orissa and South-West Bengal were barely measurable, but in Hast 
Bengal nearly a quarter of the normal amount for the month was received. Chota Nagpur, 
Bihar, and North Bengal wero entirely rainless. “ ; 

With the unbroken cloudless weather which beonme establishei after the firstweck and 
continued throughout the month, day temperature was steadily abové the normal, and on 
an average for the whole month was in excess by considerable amounts. Toe greatest 
excess was 3° at Burdwan, Caloutta, Noakhali, and Chittagong. Owing probably to the 
westetly winds being more persistent than usual towards Burma, low night readings were 
most frequent at eastern stations and in the north of the Bay, the — defect being 2° to 
4° in Arakan. Mean excess was 1° in Bihar, Chota Nagpur, aod Assam, and about halfa 
degree in Bengal Proper and Orissa : 

At the begioning of the month pressure was above the normal at all stations, most so 
on the Madras coast, where excess was ‘1 inch, and the area of lowest pressure was over the 
south of the Bay, The westerly winds at Madras stations showed an indraught towards 
a depresssion probably at no great distance from the coast as pressure had began to fall 
there, but wind force was about average. The fall of pressure continued on the 2nd; and 
as a rise had begun in the east and north of the Bay, the depression was more to the west, but 
wiods were still westerly on the Madras coast. ‘'he variation from norma! pressure on that 
date ranged from less than ‘01 inch in the south-west of the Bay to about *l inch in Assam. 
Heavy cloud had epread northwards from Burma, being fairly general in Bengal, and light 
showers fell at three stations in Kust Bengal. The westward motion of the depression ceased 
on the 8rd ; pressure rose in the west and fell in the east, a change which continned more 
rapidly on the 4th, by which time all trace of the disturbance had ceased, except that a 
ow showers were still fa'ling in East Bengal. There was thea a steep pressure gradient 
from north-west to south-east, and north-westerly winds genera!ly prevailed over the bay and 
the Province. 

The relatively low pressure in the east with the aceompanying westerly winds remained 
the chief feature during the subsequent week, and fine settled weather was general, except in 
the extreme south-west of the Bay, where heavy rain began on the 6th, but was of short 
duration. Temperature was practically normal during those days, except in Beagal Proper, 
where excess amouuted to 2° or 3°. 

Between the 1lith and 17th pressure steadily but slowly increased, fin® settled weather 
prevailed, and temperature was normal over the Province. After a brisk fall of pressure on 
the latter date the slow rise again ret in; and temperature was more in excess in Bengal than 
at any other time during the month. These changes were, however, the oscillations usual in 
fine weather, but in the south it was not so settled, as rainfall was more heavy at Madras 
stations on the 19th and 20th 

There was no noticeable change over the Province or the north of the Bay till the 23rd, 
when a very shallow depression entered the western districts. It caused a slight increas of 
cloud, a faint cyclonic wind ciroulation, and a rise of temperature which was chiefly confined 
to the west of the Proviace. ‘This slight disturbance ceased on the 25th, and the o * 
during the remaining days was a moderate fall of pressure which in Assam on 
27th, caused a shallow depression along the foot of the Himalayas, with westerly or south- 
westerly winds on the 28th, and was followed by a rapid rise on the 29th. These changes 
were not accompanied by any increase of cloud, the only rainfall during those days was 
at —— Temperature fell in the east, but, as during the greater part of the month, it 
remained above the normal in tie western districts.

Character of the scason.—Appendix II of this report 
shows the rainfall of the season, 1. ¢., from May to Novem- 
: ber 1900. ‘The anfe-monsoon showers commenced in April, - 
. but gave less than the normal rain botl in that month and =. 
in the next over the greater part of the Province, though in 
South-West Bengal and in the Chota Nagpur Division the 
fall was unusually heavy. In June, the rainfall, though 
much interrupted, was not deficient on the whdle. The rain 


—* in July was fairly continuous and well distributed, the only 
_——~--—s noticeable deficiency being in the Burdwan and Chota 
— Nagpur Divisions. In August, the fall was badly distri- 


— buted and was more or less in defect everywhere, except 
Saar es be 
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in Orissa and the — districts. The fall was much 
more copious and “al in mber, and in the Burdwan, | 


Presidency and the Orissa Divisions it was exceptionally 
heavy. It abruptly, however, in October, during 
which month there was very little rain anywhere, except in 
Orissa, while in November there was practically no rain at 
all. The season has on the whole been an unfavourable 
one for the winter rice crop. 

Area sown: — The figures denoting the normal area under 
this crop have been revised by several District Officers since 


the submission of the preliminary forecast, with the result , 


+ that the total normal area under winter rice now stands at 
$1,580,000 acres. Estimates of the area actually sown 
this year with winter rice have also been revised in some 
cases, in consequence of which the total of column 7 of 
Appendix I now shows 28,949,900 acres, The total area 
cultivated with winter rice last year amounted to 31,239,800 
acres. The decrease in the area sown is mainly due to the 
want of rain at the time of sowing and transplanting. 

Character of the crop.—F rom the abstract of the district 
returns contained in Appendix I, it will appéar that only 9 
districts out of 45 (Backergunge, Champaran, Muzaffurpur, 
Bhagalpur, the Sonthal Parganas, Ranchi, Palamau 
Manbhum and Singhbhum) estimate an outturn of 100 per 
cent, or over, In 14 districts the crop is estimated at 
between 80 and 100 per cent., and in 20 districts sit is 
estimated at between 50 and 80 per cent., while two only 
the 24-Parganas and Patna) show an outturn below 
0 per cent. On comparing the present estimates of the 
crop with those made in October last, it will be seen that 
prospects haye improved in 15 districts, have remained 
unchanged in 10, and have deteriorated in 20. In my 
preliminary forecast in October last, I estimated that 
88 per cent. (or 14 annas) of a normal crop would be 
harvested. According to the estimates now made by the 
District Officers, the outturn for the Provinee would not 
exceed 84 per cent, of the normal, bat as there appears to 
me to be reasons to believe that some officers have under- 
estimated the prospects of the crop, I am not inclined to 
make any change in my original estimate, and think we 
may count on harvesting 88 per cent. of the normal crop of 
the Province as a whole, 

Gross outturn.—If the outturn reaches 88 per cent., as 
estimated by me, the gross outturn for the Province will 
amount to about 281,000,000 cwts. this year, as compared 
with an outturn of 310,000,000 owts. in 1899,

Tne total receipts of the Garden were Rs. 52,970, which sum includes an 
o balance of Rs. 8,+25, The actual receipts during the year amounted to 
44,145 as compared with Rs. 38,419 during 198-99, and Rs. 39,557 during 
1897-98. The increase was — due to the liberal contributions aggregating 
Rs, oh made to the funds of the Garden by His Excellency the Viceroy, 


His Highness the Nizam of Hyderabad, and Raja Benoy Krishna. The 
number of visitors who paid entrance money is shown below in comparison

In addition to these, students of different schools and children under 
age were admitted free of charge, and the Committee remark that the 
popularity of the Garden with the students and teachers of various educational 
institutions in Calcutta is not unnaturally increasing. 

2 “The total expenditure of the Garden increased from Rs. 36,925 to 
Rs. 46,682 during the year under report. The increase was due chiefly to 
larger expenditure by the amount of Rs. 3,412 on the purchase and transport 
of animals, and the remainder on the construction of the house for the smaller 
carnivora and in extra repairs. ‘fhe year closed with a balance of Rs, 6,288. 

8. The collection of animals in the Garden received an addition of 78 
mammals, 299 birds and 91 reptiles during the year. These were obtained 
as gifts or on deposit, or by purchase, or by exchange with foreign Zoological 

ens. Only nine manmals and one bird were born in the Garden daring 
the year. In compliance with the orders passed in the Government Resolu- 
tion on last year’s Report, the Committee have, for the first time, submitted the 
following table showing the number of animals in the Garden on the 31st March 
of each of the last four years :—

Final Report on the Bhadoi Crops of Bengal, 1900. 


Explanatory —This report formerly included all kinds 
of bhadoi crops, and figures for jute, indigo, cotton, and 
bhadoi til, for which separate forecasts are issued by this 
Department were also given in it, With Government order 
No. 2369T.—R., dated the 38rd November last, instructions 
were received for the omission from bhadoi and radi fore- 
casts of all crops for which separate reports are issued. 
These orders have been carried out, and this is the first note 
on the b4adot crops from which figures of jute, indigo, and 
bha loi Hl have been excluded. 

2. Character of the season.—The character of the season, 
up to the middle of September was described in the prelimi- 
nary forecast of this crop, which was issued on the 20th 
September last. The rainfall in April and May was deficient 
in almost all parts of these Provinces, that in June ani 
Jaly, though more copious, was capriciously distributed, 
while in August there was again a deficieucy. In September 
the fall was sufficient everywhere, and in the Presidency, 
Burdwan, and the Orissa Divisions it was exceptionally heavy. 
In October, however, the rains ceased abruptly, and there was 
very little rain anywhere, except in Orissa, during that month, 
while in November there has —— practically no rain at all. 
The season has not, on the whole, been a favourable one 
for the bhaJoi crops. 

8. Area sown,—Excluding the areas sown with jute, 
indigo, and bhadoi til, the normal area under the different bhadoi 
crops in this Province now stands at 13,660,909 acres. The 
area cultivated this year with the dhadoi crops is 13,226,500 
acres as against an area of 12,972,700 acres sown last year, 





when the season was excepttonally unfavourable. The area 
under bhadoi food-crops is estimated at 12,704,300 acres 
against 12,478,100 acres estimated last year. 

4, Outiurn.—tt will be seen from the annexed abstract 

statement of the district returns that out of the 45 districts in 
the Province, only six districts (Saran, Malda, Hazaribagh, 
Ranchi, Manbhum, and Singhbhum) report a crop of 
100 per cent or over; in nine districts ( Rajshahi, Dinaj- 
pur, —— Bogra, Patna, Champaran, Darbhanga 
Angul, and Palamau) the outturn varies between 90 an 
100 per cent., in 13 others it varies between 80 snd 90 
per cent.; in 14 others between 70 and 80 per cent.; 
while in the remaining three it varies between 50 and 
70 per cent. Taking the Province «as a whole, the 
District Officers estimate the outturn of the various bhadoi 
crops at 87 per cent, of a noimal crop against a 65 per cent. 
crop estimated last year, Inthe preliminary forecast issued in 
September last, the total outturn was estimated by this 
Department at 92 per cent. of a normal crop, but this esti- 
mate must be slightly reduced in view of the unfavourable 
weather that has prevailed since it was originally framed, 
and I now think that the outturn of these crops should be 
estimated as 90 per cent, of the normal. 
_ Gross outturn.—\t is impossible to frame any approxi- 
mate estimate of outturn for these bhadi crops, except in the 
case of bkadoi rice. Taking 86 per cent. as representing the 
probable outturn of this crop, the gross outturn of cleaned 
thadoi rice may be estimated at 48,346,900 cwts, as against 
44,372,700 ewts. estimated last year.

Prospect of the crop—From Appendix I attached to 


this note, it will be seen that out of the twenty districts 
which grow indigo, only one (Gaya, which has but 100 
acres under this crop) reports a normal outturn. Only three 
districts of Bihar (Saran, Champaran, and Monghyr) return an 
outturn of between 90 and 100 per .cent., white only two 
(Jessore and Darb nga) report an outturn of between 80 
and 90 per cent.” The outturn in six others (Burdw 
Shahabad, Muzaffarpur, Bhagalpur, Malda, and Cuttack 
varies between 70 and 80 per cent. ; in three others (Bankura 
Midnapore, and Rangpur) between 50 and 60 per cent., while 
in the remaining five the outturn falls below 50 per cent., of 
anormal crop. The outturn for the Bihar districts taken 
together is 87 per cent., while that for the Lower Be 
districts is 54 per cent. of a normal crop, According to the 
district returns, the outturn for the Province as a whole 
comes to 78 per cent. of a normal crop against 62 per cent. 
as finally estimated last year. In the preliminary forecast 
of this year I estimated the outturn for the Province at 
80 per cent, of a normal crop, and, considering the character 
of the season as a whole, I see no feason for modifying this 
estimate, 

Gross outturn.—According to the estimates of the District 
Officers, the outturn gor the five principal indigo districts 
of North Bihar amounts to 60,942 factory maunds, and 
that for the other districts of the Province to 10,638 
factory maunds. A factory maund is equal to about 75 Ibs. 
Messrs. Moran and Gompany have finally estimated the out- 
turn for the Bihar districts at 61,250 factory maunds, which 
very closely approximates the above estimate of the District 
Officers. Messrs. Moran and Company’s estimated outturn 
for Lower Bengal is only 5,750 factory maunds, which 
differs greatly from the estimate made above. the

ood deal of indigo is grown by natives in these districts
